Water  Supplies 

West  Suffolk  Water  Hoard  being  the  Water  Undertakers  for  the  district, 
have  again  maintained  an  adequate  supply  throughout  the  year.  Complaints 
were  again  received  from  some  householders  of  discolouration  of  water  at 
times  and  the  Water  Board  Engineer  is  well  aware  of  this  problem  and 
during  the  course  of  the  year  more  regular  flushing  of  the  mains  has  been 
carried  out  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  the  problem. 

Fifteen  wat^r  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sewage  Disposal 


The  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  plant  has  again  functioned  well, 
and  the  remaining  eight  sludge  drying  beds  were  completed.  Due  to  careful 
use  of  labour  and  materials  a considerable  saving  per  bed  was  achieved  which 
enabled  work  to  commence  upon  the  construction  of  a clarifier  in  an  attempt 
to  improve,,  even  further,  the  quality  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  final 
effluent.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  this  operation  during  1969. 

Cleansing  Services 

Refuse,  domestic  and  trade,  is  collected  by  means  of  the  Shelvoke  and 
Drewry  Pakamatic  refuse  collection  vehicle  purchased  in  1967  and  appears  to 
be  functioning  well. 

Tipping  of  refuse  takes  place  in  a privately  owned  ex-gravel  working 
which  has,  on  occasions  been  the  cause  of  nuisance  due  to  fires.  The  tip 
is  now  under  much  greater  control  and  general  surveillance  and  little  or  no 
nuisance  occurs,  other  than  by  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish  by 
unauthorized  users  on  occasion. 

The  use  of  the  paper  sack  system  of  domestic  refuse  storage  is  increasing 
considerably,  and  this,  it  is  generally  considered,  provides  for  an  infinately 
more  hygienic  method  of  storage  and  subsequent  collection. 

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  trade  refuse  does  call  for  the  use  of 
extra  labour  during  the  course  of  the  week,  but  this  problem  is  satisfactorily 
overcome. 

Street  scavenging  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year,  during  which  several 
mechanical  road  sweepers  were  experimented  with,  but  it  was  found  none  were 
particularly  suitable  for  use  within  this  district  and  subsequently,  manual 
scavenging  continues  to  be  used. 

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites 

The  small  number  of  individual  licensed  sites  were  again  found  to  be 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner. 


Rodent  Control 


This  service  is  carried  out  on  a part-time  basis  by  the  General 
Foreman  end  my  assistant  and  generally  success  is  achieved  in  the 
exterminating  of  rodents  throughout  the  district. 

There  was  no  detailed  rodent  control  survey  of  the  district  as  ife 
become  apparent  that  reported  complaints  of  rodents  woro  always  an 
isolated  occuranco  and  not  obviously  caused  by  major  infestations  in  the  main 
sewers  or  large  open  public  spaces.  The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish 
in  hedge  bot+oms,  open  spaces  etc.  is  often  the  cause  of  small,  isolated 
rodent  infestations.
